Another painting, '^ghg-Rh ine - n e ar L a ufenb e rg", by Hsn s-TfacBas, denacaistrates 
the extraordinary range of styles in the exhibition and is described 
by Professor Champs as evoking "...and eerie, ntxtatmospheric, and 
dreamlike presence." The show represents a singular opportunity for 
American gallery -goers to view works of art which until now have been 
virtually unknown in this country. 
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
